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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is non-persuasive. Applicant 
argues that Pinkas or Mizrah do not teach the claim requirement of using 3-D images and their associated attributes, such as type of 
shape, size, order from left to right or front to back, to be recognized by a human. However, as stated in the rejection, Pinkas in view of 
Mizrah teaches using different images and their associated attributes recognizable by a human, but difficult to recognize by a machine to 
determine that a human, and not a machine is interacting. The rejection also indicates that Pinkas in view of Mizrah does not explicitly 
teach the use of 3-D images for that purpose. The rejection also shows that it would have been obvious to the one skilled in art to enhance 
the teachings of Pinkas in view of Mizrah, to include 3-D images in the process, based on the teachings of "Early Learning Grades PreK-2 
Education Standards Correlations". This is because according to teachings of the standard, one skilled in art would know that humans are 
trained to recognized different types of 3-D shapes, and their associated attributes. Therefore, use of 3-D images to determine human 
interaction would have been obvious. As stated in the rejection, the motivation to include the enhancement would be the fact that, for a 
machine, recognition of 3-D images and their attributes is more difficult than a 2-D image. Accordingly, applicant's argument relative to 
claim 1 is non-persuasive. 

Applicants' argument relative to claim 25 is similar to their argument relative to claim 1 , and accordingly found non-persuasive. 
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
